Two Thousand Men Wanted 
Along the Aqueduct. 
Solving Financial Problems in 
Fine Shape. 


|Propose to Get Water Here 


Ahead of Time. 


Two thousand men are wanted by 
the aqueduct bureau for the great 
work in Owens Valley. This announce- 
ment was authorized. by Chief Engi- 
neer. Mulholland yesterday, and fol- 
lowed a meeting of the Aqueduct Ad- 
visory Committee. In brief it means 
that the aqueduct finances are so ar- 
ranged that the stupendous project, se 
dear to the people of Los Angeles may 
€0 ahead with new zeal towards the 
redemption of the promise of com- 
pletion in the spring of 1912. | 

The men wanted are laborers, min- 
ers and mechanics and the aqueducf 


| Offices in the Central building are ready 


to receive their applications. It is not 
expected they will“be obtained in 
day, but that number is desired age 
soon as possible. There are now 100¢ 
men at work and the additional num- 
ber will bring the progress up to five 
miles a month. 


It is not up to the speed of last 
winter and epring, when 3800 men 
were e:mnployed and the war 


approximately eight miles a month. 
But it is up to a high rate that wil) 
insure the completion of tae work on 
advanced schedule time when addition- 
al funds are provided February 1. 
MONEY IN SIGHT. 

The aqueduct has actually in sight 
«. 300,000 for the next seven months. 
This permits an average progress of 
3.00.000 a month. But it is expected 
that the bond syndicate will be able 
to fell at least $500,000 more of bonds 
within ninety Alays. This is really 
more than an expectancy in the minds 
of the aqueduct officials. It is possible 
tone will have $3,300,000 pro- 
vid before December 1. which will 
admit of high tension work in the 
winter months when climatic condi- 
tions increase, not only the numbers 
availabie, but their general efficiency. 

In addition the aqueduct officials 
will proceed with the specificetions for 
the steel siphons that are to be an im- 
portant feature of the work and which 
are to cost $1,000,000. The contracts 
will probably be let soon so that much 
of this work may be done during the 
late winter months, perhaps all, as 
there are but two winters in which to 
install) them. These siphons cross wide 
cafions, are of heavy steel and are 
eight feet in diameter. 

Another event of tnterest is the an- 
nouncement of the Southern Pacific 
that its road north of Mojave has — 
completed to the @ottonwood (ree 
pusbed to 
its conjunction with the California and 
Nevada Railway. near Long Pine, in 
the early fall. This work solves the 
transportation problems for both aque- 
duct and power projects. 

“CORKED UP TIGHT.” 

Chairman Washburn of the Council 
Finance Committee sald yesterday that 
it seemed certain that the arrange- 


iments already announced wil! be com- 


for presentation to the Coun- 
cll in a day or two, but that no defi- 
nite statement would be made until 
everything “is corked up tight.” Bot 
the action of the aqueduct officials in- 
dicates that the certainty is under the 
“cork.” The Finance Committee heid 
another session yesterday and brought. 
the deals many steps nearer that cer- 
tainty. 

Since May 15 the aqueduct work has 
dropped. The report of progress for 
June shows that 2.86 miles were com- 
pleted, a jittie more than one third of 
the progress of the months of high ten- 
sion work. But the statement of al! 
work completed June 30 shows that 
the vardest nuts have been cracked, 
fur out of forty-three miles of tun- 
hum there remains but 66 miles to 
be completed, 

The greater part of the work to he 
done is open and may be rushed 
through with an army of men. The 
difficult parts have been finished ahead 
of time ard vindicates the strategic 
Plans of Mulholland in his campaign 
against the rock-ribbed Sierras. | 
In all there are 213 miles of conduit 
to be built. Of this distance — there 
were completed, June 30. 192.416 feet 
of tunnels, 264,015 feet of covered ditch. 
16.440 feet of open ditch, 2682 feet of 
siphons, 62.402 feet of canals and 466 
feet of flumes. This ts a total of 638,- 
441 feet of all work done, or 10° miles, 
leaving 131 miles still to be finished.

LABOR THE NEEDFUL. 

With the “hard nuts” cracked, the 
work now turns to the less difficult 
where the rates of progress may be 
limited only by the ability to get 
labor. Since May 15 only one of the 
three big dredgers has been in use 
and only three of the twelve steam 
shovels, but with adequate financing 
progress throug the so portions.

The financing will probably result in 
the declination of the $545,000 sub- 
scribed by the local banks subject to 
the option, It developed yesterday 
that the syndicate would not consent to 
this sale, and -offered in lieu of it to 
undertake to sell $500,000 additional, 
and the banks will gladly rmit the 
change.

INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. 


At the recent convention in San 
Francisco of the American Chemical 
Elwood Haynes announced 
is development of a new metal by a 
fusion of the elements, cobalt a 
chromium, which rivals the hard 
steel in hardness and durability.

A man's amusements a often a, 
surer test of his character than his oc- 
cupation>.

This is a «& that may be ap-| 
plied even to a King, and especially | 
to a King who rules not by Divine’ 
right. but by a Constitution. His du- 
ties are an inalienable part of his in- 
heritance. He cannot divest himse:t, 


of them or delegate them to others. | 
There are furrows that even a monarch 
must plough with his own hands, and 
they are neither light nor few, 

Those who imagine that the Court 
Circular is a complete record of the 
King’s duties can have no conception 
of his position. The Court Circular 
may speak of visits made and _ re- 
turned, of public and private ceremo- 
nies performed and of speeches déliv- 
ered, of deputations received and 
Councils attended, of a host of duties 
that would make an ordinary man feel, | 
with the village blacksmith, that he: 
had earned a night's repose. But the. 
Court Circular does not tell half the! 
story of a day's work in the place. | 
Let anyone who thinks so turn over! 
the pages of Queen Victoria's Life and | 
giance for a moment at her correspon- 
dence. .He wilil see there the true Saas | 
ord of a monarch's day—the intricate 
and important problems to be solved, 
the letters to be written and dictated, 
the consultations to be held, the instruc- 
tions to be given, the documents to be 
signed, the personal attention that 
must be given to multitudinous details 
both private and public. 

No man can perform these tasks who | 
has not industry and the habit of self- 
control. The_ business of a Sovereign 
in a country like ours cannot wait on 
an inclination to work. It is Insistent 
and demands for its perforuence 
strength, resolution, industry, punc- 
tuality—in short, all the qualities of 
a sound mind in a sound body. And 
no man has these qualities at the age 
of forty who has not created and con- 
firmed them by his habits. If he has 
a flaw in his armour it must have 
stood revealed, for no armour that is 
not perfect in temper and complete in 
every detail could bear the contin- 
uous strain. The armour of King 
George has been proved before he came 
to the throne. it was proved in the 
havy by comrades who judge a sail- 
or’s character and capacity not by the 
gold stripes on his sleeve. It was 
proved, too, by his journeys in India 
and the Dominions, where month af- 
ter month, every hour had its ap- 
pointed duty, and every duty was 
faithfully discharged. 

A GREAT GAME SHOT. 

As he works, so he plays, with in- 
dustry and conscience, but the play is 
of his own choosing. And his choice 
lies in a field the most arduous and 
exacting in the world of sport. The: 
stand at a racecourse and the deck of 
a yacht make little demand on phys- 
ical energy. King George does not 
ignore their attractions, but he prefers 
a more energetic field. He is first and 
foremost a great game shot. A plé- 
biscite of sportsmen has placed him 
fourth—after the Marquis of Ripon 
(better known, perhaps, as Ear! de 
Gray) Lord Walsingham, and Mr. 
Headley Noble—among the remark- 
able shots in this country. There are 
experts who would give him the sec- 
ond place. No one has devoted more 
effort to perfecting himself in this dif- 
Gcult art since he took his first |} n 
from the late Duke of Cambridge, 
who was himself at that time a clever 
marksman, and who declared that if 
his relative were not a Prince he 
would have been famous as a. shot. 
The art has been cultivated assidu- 
ously since boyhood, and its attrac- 
tions ate as strong today as ever.
